Without 
immodesty  it  might  be  stated  much  strong- 
er. Both  have  traveled  to  the  limit  of  their 
knowledge  and  look  inquiringly,  wistfully 
put  into  the  face  of  the  unknown.  Togeth- 
er they  retrace  step  by  step  the  orderly  de- 
velopment of  creation  till  they  come  to  the 
Beginning,  and  peer  into  the  darkness.  One 
of  them  says4ie  can  go  no  further,  and  turns 
back.  The  other  projects  this  hypostasis: 
"In  the  beginning,  God,’’  and  then  he  says, 
"By  faith  we  perceive  that  the  ages  were 
constituted  by  the  Word  of  God  so  that 
what  is  seen  hath  not  been  made  out  of 
things  which  appear.”  lie  has  only  taken 
the  scientist  at  his  word,  and  discovered 
that  the  Invisible  is  real,  a very  necessity 
to  explain  any  thing  and  that  His  existence 
explains  everything.  He  reports  the  re- 
sults of  his  faith  qnd  demands  acceptance 
of  them. 

Two  ships  are  far  out  from  land,  plowing 
their  way  through  the  darkness  to  a port 
they  cannot  see.  One  is  equipped  with  a 
wireless  telegraphic  apparatus,  the  other  is 
not,  or  the  operator  is  off  duty.  One 
picks  up  a message  warning  of  the  nearness 
of  danger  and  signals  to  the  other,  then 
turns  her  course  to  safety.  The  other  re' 
fuses  to  heed  or^ believe  that  any  such  mes- 
sage has  been  received  and  blindly  plunges 
to  destruction.

They  have  tested  the  power  of  His  Word  to 
savcyhnd  put  to  silpnee  the  doubts  of  their 
own  hearts,  quieted  their  fears  and  answer- 
ed and  satisfied  the  longings  of  their  immor- 
f tal  spirits.  By  faith  the  "elders  had  wit- 
ness borne  to  them.”

served  on  such  occasions,  at  a dinner  given  te 
diplomats  Monday  night  by  Secretary  and  lfr« 
Bryap,  In  honor  of  Ambassador  Bryce,  caused 
the  secretary  to  Issue  a statement  today  explain- 
ing the  Incident.  In  It  Mr.  Bryan  made  publle 
for  the  flrst  time  the  fact  that  the  question  of 
how  the  "teetotaler"  customs  of  hie  house 
would  be  received  in  official  society  was  dle- 
cussed  with  President  Wilson  before  he  accept- 
ed hla  portfolio The  statement  follows: 

.‘We  do  not  Intend  to  magnify,  by  men- 
tioning it,  the  Importance  of  the  non-use  of 
wine  at  the  dinner  given  to  Ambassador  Bryce 
Monday  night,  but  as  the  papers  have  made 
some  Inaccurate  reference#  to  the  ma’tter,  the 

facts  might  as  well  be  known This  was 

the  flrut  dinner  which  we  hnve  given  to  mem- 
bers of  the  diplomatic  corps,  and,  therefore, 
the  first  time  when  we  cam*  Into  conflict  with 
the  social  custont  of  serving'  wine  at  dinner. 
The  seven  other  ambassadors  then  In  the  city, 
and  their  ladles,  were  Invited  to  meet  Ambas- 
sador and  Mrs.  Bryce,  and  as  all  of  the  gen- 
tlemen guests  present  were  from  foreign  coun- 
tries, I thought  It  proper  to  explain  to  them  the 
reason  for  our  failure  to  conform  to  what  seems 
to  have  been  customary  In  this  matter.  Be- 
lieving that  the  issue  should  be  met  frankly  In 
the  beginning.  I told  them,  when  we  sat  down 
to  the  table,  that  Mrs.  Bryan  and  I had  been 
teetotalers  from  our  youth,  as  had  been  our 
parents  before  ua,  and  had  never  served  liquor 
at  our  table;  that  when  the  president  waa  kind 
enough  to  tender  me  the  portfolio  of  State.  I 
asked  him  whether  our  failure  to  serve  wine 
would  be  any  embarrassment  to  the  administra- 
tion, and  that  he  generously  left  the  matter  to 
our  discretion.  I suggested  that  I thought  It 
unfair  to  assume  that  those  coming  to  ua  from 
abroad  would  judge  us  harshly  or  be  unwilling 
to  tolerate  the  maintenance  of  a traditional  cus- 
tom. and  expressed  the  hope  that  our  friend- 
ship would  be. made  so  apparent  to  them  and 
our  hospitality  ao  cordial  that  they  would  over- 
look this  weakness  In  us.  If  they  regarded  It  as 
a weakness.  My  remarks  were  applauded  by 
the  company,  and  we  never  spent  a more  en- 
joyable evening That  Is  all  there  is  to  the 

matter,  and  we  can  consider  the  incident  closed 
snd  the  custom  established,  so  far  as  we  are 
eonserned."
